| represent a motor carrier that operates both company owned and inter-modal
equipment. My operation is primarily in the Mid-Atlantic region and the inter-modal
operation services steamship lines at the ports of New Y ork, Philadelphia PA, Baltimore
MD & Norfolk VA.

In 1998, C.T.l. had 126 inspections, 53 of which were performed on C.T.I.’s
company owned equipment and 73 on inter-modal equipment. The out of service rate was
23% for my company equipment and 40% for the intermodal equipment.

Of the 40% out of service from my inter-modal operation, 76% was the #2 vehicle,
the container chassis. Since this equipment isn’t owned by C.T.I., | have no control over
the maintenance of these chassis. | feel it's somewhat unfair to hold the motor carrier
responsible for the maintenance of equipment it doesn’t own and may haveitinits
possession for 1 day.
